recover damages.

, That'sounds'like-Rood comWrTWiseT and it is doubtless good-law, but 
can a general rule be applied In all cases? Suppose two persons occupy a 
seat in a railway car that Is wrecked, but neither is injured 
physically 


In the least. Suppose also that one of the two Is hardy, robust, courageous, 
with a strong nervous organization, while the other is weak, timid, with shat- 
tered nerves The shock might easily cause the nervous person to. suffer 
both in mind and in body and be made sick, while the other escaped with 


no unpleasant permanent effects whatever. 


Would the fright in one case be actionable, and not actionable in the oth- 


er. Would the railway company he held responsible for the nervous Condi- 
tion or all the passengers? In that case it might be necessary to have spe- t 
cialists to examine passengers before they boarded the trains or trolley 
cars. In order that the company might be liable. Such delicate and subtle 
nerves are hard to control, even by profound and well-established principles 


of law.
